WHEREAS, Steve Spurgetis served in many capacities at
various organizations; he was the Secretary Treasurer and later

President of the Moline Municipal Credit Union; and

he was a member; he also belonged to Rock Island Elks 980, the
Viking Club, and the Illinois Association Of Retired Fire
Fighters; he enjoyed golf, fishing, gardening, and crossword
puzzles; he helped the fire department, city employees, and
retirees to prepare and deliver food baskets to the needy each

Thanksgiving; and

Margit; his parents; his 2 brothers; and 1 sister; and
